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Singapore: Prime Minister Lee Kuan Yew has 
launched an emotional diatribe against the US in what 
appears to be an effort to attract Asian and African 
support. 

In an interview with five foreign correspondents 
on 30 August, he complained about an alleged Ameri- 
can failure to provide emergency medical care for 
" some one near and dear to him," and alleged that 
his visit to the US in 1962 had been handled ineptly. 

He also complained of a subversion plot in 1960. 

In the past Lee was considered/to be/ somewhat 
anti-American, but has generally muted his criticisms 
during the past two years. By attacking the US at 
this time he is probably seeking to avoid the "neo- 
colonialist" label that might result from his disclosure 
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Greece: A crown council composed of jL2jformer 
premiers and party leaders will meet with King Constan- 
tine today in an effort to end the political crisis. 


The council is expected to search for a compromise 
between ex-Premier Papandreou's insistence on elections 
and the King's refusal to allow him to return to power, 
but the King is not bound to accept its advice. Left- 
wing trade unions are scheduling strikes and rallies 
to demand elections as the only solution.

Bolivia: The second 48-hour strike within a week 
has hit the nationalized tin mines. Workers at Catavi 
Siglo-Veinte, the country’s largest mine complex, 
walked out on 81 August in an attempt to pressure the 
government into renouncing its program to reform the 
mines, *In addition, students demonstrated in Oruro 
on 31 August ostensibly to pressure the junta into 
granting additional aid to the university. Army troops 
are standing by to deal with any violence. 


Jamaica: Riots which occurred in Kingston over 
the week end were essentially an anti-Chinese out- 
burst by Negro mobs following a personal dispute be- 
tween a Chinese and a Jamaican, Several persons 
were wounded by gunfire and police used tear gas to 
restore order. Such disturbances are an outgrowth 
of the widespread unemployment, poverty, and racial 
tensions which foste r an atmosphere of unrest in m any 
Caribbean islands. 
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
